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BRIEF ACCOUNT, &.

H E ſeyere Grieyances and Diſ- 
ſtreſſes of the Inhabitants of Ger- 
gia, had been ſo frequently and 
fruitleſsly repreſented. to the Honourable 
Body conſtituted, as they conceived, for the 
very Purpoſes of preventing and redreſſing 
them, that their Application to a higher 
Power ſeemed the only (a) remaining Hope 
and Dependance of the unhappy People. Af 
ter the Proofs produced at the Bar of the 
Honourable Houſe of Commons, it can be 
thought no extravagant Aſſertion, that their 
Grie vances and Oppreſſions were thought to 
be ſuch, as were before unexampled under 
any Britiſh Government : And, if the 
Inexperience of their Agent in the Conduct 
of that Affair (where the Quality, Intereſt 
and Number of his Opponents might have 
diſcouraged a Perſon much better qualifyed): 
terminated, for that time, in ſome Cenſure 
upon himſelf without the compleat Relief 
of his unfortunate E hs yet his Du- 
| ty 
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ty and their Diſtreſſes ſtimulate him ſuffi- 
ciently, to revive his Application in their Be- 


half, as he is ſatisfied, that the Juſtice and 


Compaſſion of a Britiſb Parliament will be 
extended to their preſent Grie vances aſter fur- 


ther Information and Attention, and prevent, 


for the future, ſuch Oppreſſions, as they have 
ſo long and unjuſtly languiſhed under. 
It may well be thought amazing, at the 
firſt View, that a Colony, which has been 
erected at ſuch a conſiderable publick Ex- 
pence to Great- Britain, and further en- 
couraged by ſuch Numbers of private Do- 
nations, ſhould be in a more indigent Con- 
dition, than any of thoſe, which were ſettled 
at the E and Riſque of private Ad- 
venturers, to the final Satisſaction and Hap- 
jneſs of Multitudes, and the reciprocal 
nefit of their Mother Realms. And as it 

is impoſſible that any Settlement could ever 
be enterprized with greater Profeſſions of 
Humanity, Compaſſion and Diſintereſtedneſs, 
than were the avow'd Views of ſending a 


Colony to Georgia, it may ſeem as ſtrange, 


that the Complaints they have proved were 
Oppreſſions of the moſt eſſential kind; and 
ſuch as are really incompatible with the 


Nature, or very Exiſtence of any Britiſh 


Government: But their Experience has 
diſcovered the Difference of Profeſſions and 
Performances to be as wide, as that of 
Truth and Error and indeed were it poſſi- 
V7 ble 
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ble to ſuppoſe Affluence, where Property is 
unaſcertained and inſecure, meer Abundance 
would never be deemed an Equiyalent for 
the Want of thoſe Rights and Liberties, 
which Britiſh Subjects conſider as an un- 
alienable Inheritance and Patrimony. 

The Wiſdom and Juſtice of the Regula- 
tions they have ſmarted under, are truly too 
proſound for their Comprehenſion. If the 
Liberties of former Colonies had really pre- 
vented, or even retarded their own Increaſe 
and Proſperity, or their Benefit and Advan- 
tagetoGreat- britain, ſome . Reaſons, 
at leaſt, might have been alledged for them; 
but when the very contrary is ſelſ- evident, 
whatever may have been the Deſigns of the 
many Diſcouragements they have felt, their 
ill Circumſtances are too evidently | owing, 
in a great Degree, to the Want of that Li- 
berty, which has enriched and eſtabliſhed 
the neighbouring Colonies, and extended the 
Britiſb Trade and Empire in Proportion. 

To complain has been always r the 
wretched Priviledge of the miſerable; yet 
even this has been, as much as poſſible, ob. 
ſtructed; inſomuch, that the Gegrgians are 
indebted to the Juſtice and Liberty of their 
neighbouring Province, ſor a Seal to many 
of the annexed Depoſitions, which the) 
could never obtain in Gr g,. And indeed 
any Magiſtrate, who has, an Inclination to 

continue one, muſt be deaf to any Publick 
.. "0 B 2 Complaint 
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Complaint of the Diſcontented; which, it 
may be truly affirmed, all the Inhabi- 
tants, Who are independent, and out of 
Office, with great Reaſon are, while they 
muſt be ever induſtrious to give a Sanction 
to all ſuch Miſrepreſentations of the State 
of Things, as are contrary to Fact, and In- 
ſults on Reaſon itſelf. And under what In- 
fluence ſuch Miſrepreſentations have been pro- 
cured, will beſt be evinced from ſome of the 
following Depoſitions. ho 
Bitterneſs is too naturally the Language 
of the Injur d; But as their paſt Sufferings 
are irreyocable, they are more anxious to 
prevent their Continuance, than to perpe- 
tuate the diſagreeable Remembrance of them, 
by an unavailing Reſentment ; and it is with 
ſuch a View the following Papers are tender'd 
to the worthy and unprejudiced. If a fair Ac- 
count of their Hardſhips ſhould inevitably in- 
fer any Thing diſadvantageous to the Cha- 
racters of any other, it has been theis Miſ- 
fortune, that it is in their Power to do it 
with Juſtice, and not in their Power to 
omit it without being unjuſt to themſelves. 
They decline all Aggravation, both as diffi- 
cult and unneceflary ; they leave the Ad- 
vantages of Art and Eloquence, to Per- 
ſons and Things, which are hetter qualified 
to diert, than to bear Inſpection; and reſt 
the n their Complaints upon the 
Plain, but faithful Depoſitiaps of Men, who 
DT TTL have 
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have been made to feet what they may be 
unable to expreſs with the richeſt Method 
and Propricty. -  '; 
But before I Wine to Pract 1 
ſhall take the Liberty to make a brief and 
lain Enquiry into the principal, Cauſes, that 
fam either retarded, : or totally prevented 
the Increaſe and Eſtabliſhment of Georgia, 
which indeed amounts to a Conſideration, 
how far his Majeſty's moſt gracious Inten- 
tions, in the Settlement of Gearg/a, have been 
accompliſhed and fulfilled by thole Perſons 
appointed. for that Purpoſe, - | | 
We find from the Preamble to bis Maj Geſty's 
Charter to the Truſtees, that the nrole(ſed De- 
ſigns of eſtabliſhing. the Colony of Georgia 
were for making Proviſion for the induſ- 
trious Poor, for ſtrengthening Svut M Caro- 
liua, and increaſing Trade and Navigation. 
To which end, his Majeſty was pleaſed to 
grant in Truſt. (not as Proprietors) to ſe- 
veral of the Nobility and Gentlemen, al} 
the Soils, Grounds, Sc. within the Limits 
of Georgia, together with all the Priviledges 
and Pre-eminences, which his Majeſty by 
his Letters Patent might or could grant. 
From which, it. ſeems very natural to. — 
prehend, that nothing bart of the — 
and Liberties of other Britiſn Subjects ot 
Colonies, were intended to be allowed ſuch 
Settlers, who certainly took the ſame for 
granted, before their leaving Great-Gritain, 
. | ta 
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to go to Georgia. But in Conſequence of 
ſuch his Majeſty's gracious Intentions, and 
from the Situation of that Frontier they 
were to deſend, rather expected ſuch further 
Irmnunities and Encouragements, as his Ma- 
jeſty, in his Royal Bounty and Goodneſs, 
could and might grant a Colony, honout'd 
with his Name, within the Limits of a Bri- 
tiſh Conſtitution and Government, the only 
one they expected to be regulated by, and 
ſubject to. It ſeems to them, that the 
Truſtees, thus empower'd and enjoyn'd to 
confer all the King's Rights, expreſſed in the 
Charter, could convey no other Rights, nor 
no leſs ; and that every Grant or Tenure of 
theirs, ſhort of ſuch, was contrary to the 
Charter, and an illegal and unconſtitutional 
Reſerve. And that every other Act of theirs 
and their Magiſtrates there, contrary to the 
Laws and Uſages of Great-Britain, and to 
the known Rights and Liberties of Exgliſtb 
Subjects, were oppreſſi ve and arbitrary, and 
directly deſtructive of the expreſs Intentions 
of the Charter, and the Seltlement of the 
Province, -which has been but too evidently 
demonſtrated by the preſent Condition of it. 
The only Reſtraint the Charter expreſſes, 
is with Regard to the Quantity of Land to 
be granted to any Settler, which is limited 
to five hundred Acres. The Wiſdom and 
Equity of this Limitation - is undoubtedly 
very clear-in the Main, as it is „ 1

thoſe unreaſonable, and even impolitick Mo- 
nopolies of Land, which have greatly retard- 
ed the Strength and Improvement of other 
Places; and yet perhaps in ſome particular 


Caſes, where a Settler might be both able 
and willing to cultivate and improve more, 


ſome further Allowance, in proportion to 
ſuch Circumſtances, might neither be unrea- 
ſonable nor impolitick. But notwithſtanding 
this Limitation of the Quantity, was the on- 
ly Limitation warranted by the Charter; 
one. of the firſt things done was, reſerving 
the very beſt Lands, under a pretence that. 
they were kept for the vagrant Indians, * 
who were brought over here, and impoſed 
on the Publick for Kings; and ſo circum- 
ſcribing and reſtraining the Rights and Titles 
of ſuch others, as were not thought too good 
or valuable for the People, as to extinguiſh 
every Incitemerit to Induſtry and Improve- 
ment: By which means, almoſt all the beſt 
Lands continue unappropriated, to any Set- 
tler at leaſt, and uncultivated to this Day. 
If this Method of eſtabliſhing Colonies has 
nothing elſe to recommend it, we, muſt allow 
it to be new at leaſt, and acknowled 
Inhabitants would have been as.unreaſonable 
to expect any Advantages from, it, as to 
hope for Miracles. But as if the Difficultics 
ariſing from indifferent Lands, and diſcou-

8 the Importation, Uſe, or even 
ight (a) of Negroes, In Spight of all En- 
dea vours to diſguife this Point, it is as clear 
as Light itſelf, that Negroes are as eſſentially 
neceſſary to the Cultivation of Georgia, as 
Axes, Hoes, or any other Utenſil of Agri- 
culture. So that if a Colony was deſigned 
able but to ſubſiſt itſelf, theit Prohibition 
was inconſiſtent; if a Garriſon only was in- 
tended, the very Inhabitants were needleſs: 
But all Circumſtances conſidered, it look'd 
as if the Aſſiſtance of human Creatures, who 
have been called Slaves, as well as ſubject to 
the Treatment of ſuch, were incongruous 
with a Syſtem, that proceeded to confer the 
Thing, 2 to ſpare the Odium of the Ap- 
lation. Experience would too ſoon havg 
taught them the Parity of their Conditions, 
in Spight of a meer nominal Difference. The 
only Eneliſh Clergymen, who were ever 
countenanced there, declared they act de- 
ſired to ſee Georgia a rich, but a Godly Co- 
lJony ; and the blind Subjection the poor 
Saltzbnrghers are under, to the Rev. Mr. 
Bolt iu, who has furniſhed ſuch extraordi- 
nary Extras in ſome Accounts of Georgia, 
publiſhed here, will be too evident from

It is acknowledged indeed that the preſent 
War, and late Inivaſion, may furniſh the 
Enemies of the Colony, with 'the moſt 
plauſible Objections that could occur, againſt 
the Allowance of b/ack Slaves; but theſe 
Reaſons haye not always exiſted, nor have 
the Truſtees ever declared any Reſolution to 
admit them, at any other Juncture. But if 
it plainly appears that Georgia, as a Colony, 
cannot barely exiſt without them, ſurely an 
Admiſſion of them under Limitations, ſui- 
table to the preſent Situation of Affairs, is 
abſolutely neceſſary to its ſupport ; ſince 
Want and Famine muſt be more dreadful 
and inſuperable Invaders, than any living 
Enemy: Beſides, tlie Honourable Truſtees 
were informed by a Letter from Mr. Sr:7/mng 
and others, of the Falſhood, of the'conten- 
ted and comfottable Situation the People of 
Darien were affirmed to be in; and that

Y It is eſtabliſhed alſo by their Charter, 
that the e ons and may form and 
prepare Laws, Statutes and Ordinances, 
2 and neceſſary for and concerning the Go- 
vernment of the faid Colony, and not repag- 
nant to the Laws and Statutes of England, 
But notwithſtanding this, and although 
the Truſtces were apply d to by the People, 
for a Body of Laws for the Government of 
the Colony ; as the want of them render d 
it exceeding. diffieult, for either Grand or 
Petit Furies, to diſcharge in a proper Man- 
ner, the great Duties incumbent on thom by 
their Oaths; yet they never received, or

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The Charter alſo enjoyns the training, in. 
ftrufting and ex erciſing the Militia for the 


Safety of the Colony, the Uſe of Martial 
Law in Time of ad un] War and Invaſion, 


and the Erection of Forts for the Defence of 
the Colony; notwithſtanding which, it is 
faid there has been no Muffer there theſe 
four or five Years, and that there is not a 
defenſible (a) Foit. in the Province. The 
Want of Martial Law they cannot indeed 
juſtly complain « of, fince they have had no- 
thing elſe but that, or worſe, in Time 
of Peace, which poſſibly may have been one 
Reaſon for no Muſters, (c) ſince it might be 
judged bad Politicks to' train! a People up 
to the Knowledge and Uſe of Ani who 
were to be ruled by nothing elſe. Beſides 
indeed frequent Muſters would have expoſed 
the real Scareity of People i in a Place, that 
has been fo diligently" r en as 
pulous, and hat not. 

It is faid, that the Truſtees have altered 
the Tenures of the Lands; but are they 
yet ſo good as in any of the reſt of his Ma- 
jeſty's Provinces, Where Lands are granted 
in free and common Socage? Have any ill 
Effects attended "ſuch full Tenures? And 
have any good ones followed the Want of 
them?

hn Roberſon, aged ben pa Years and 
up and Joſeph Cannon, aged 20 
Years and upwards, late of Frederica in 
| Georgia, do make Oath and fay, That in 
Company of 40 Families or more, command 
ed by James Oglethorpe, Eſq; they did go to 
the ſaid Frederica, at the firſt Settling * 
e 
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of, which was in March 1735-6; when the 
ſaid People did immediately build themſelves 
Palmetto Hutts, by joint Labour, to ſhelter 
themſelves ſrom the Weather. That in 
May 1736, 6y Command of the ſaid Ogle- 
thorpe, 22 of the fajd Inhabitants of Je- 
derica went to making of Bricks, ſawing of 
Timber, and-providing other Materials, in 
order to build 27 Brick-Houſes, which La- 
bour they continued till December follow- 


ing; when they had built only two Houſes, 


which. were left . unfiniſhed ; and the poor 
People finding the Task too heavy for them 
were obliged to leave off, after having fo 
loſt thus much of their Labour, and having 
done nothing towards raiſing their own Pro- 
viſions; tho' nine Months of their one Year's 
Proviſions promiſed them by the Truſtees 
were expended. That then 10 of the faid 
Inbabitants of Frederica having petitioned 
the ſaid r before he went for Eng- 
land, for one Tything of Land together, 
being a Mile Square, and obtaining the 
ſame in order to cultivate it; they made an 
Attempt to incloſe the whole with a Worm 
Fence of fix Foot high; and before it was 
finiſh'd, there being an Alarm that the Spa- 
1:ards deſigned to invade them, Mr. Horton, 

Commander in Chief, in the faid Og/ethorpe's 
Abſence, ordered them not to go out of 
Sight of the Town, which happening in 
February 1736, hinder'd their Planting any 
Cc thing 
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thing conſiderable, or raiſing 20 Buſhels of 
Corn, within that Tything that Year; nor 
did the Crop of all the other Inhabitarits far 
exceed that Quantity. r. 
That the ſaid People did employ. them- 
ſelves in Cultivation and other Improvements 
the next Year, when their Corn was ſo de- 
ſtroy d by the Drought, that it was the 
Opinion of every one, that the whole Set- 
tlement did not raiſe 100 Buſhels. 
That the ſaid Inhabitants did ſtili continue 
to pl nt with great Pains and Induſtry in 
the Year 1739, when the''beft Crop was 
raiſed of every Sort, that was ſeen at the 
ſaid Frederica from the firſt Settling of it; 
and then Complaints were univerſal among 
the faid Inhabitants, that it did not anſwer 
the Expence of Planting, and attending it. 
That for the Encouragement of Planting 
this Year, Mr. Thomas Hird and Samuel 
Davidſon went from Houſe to Honſe to 
acquaint the People, that General Og/ethorpe 
ſaid the Truſtees had always allowed one 
Shilling per Buſhel for any Sort of Grain, 
Sc. that was raiſed, and that he would al- 
low two that Tear, but that theſe Deponents 
did never receive any ſuch Bounty, nor hear 
of any that did. 1 | 
That in the Year 1740, being unable to 
ſupport themſelves by Cultivation, and 
complaining of the Reſtraints they were un- 
der, particularly the precarious Titles of 
their Lands, the Puglick Debrs not being 
| duly 
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duly paid, finding (themſelves dependant on 
the Truſtees for a Support, Falconer's Lot 
being taken away, and a great, and the moſt 
valuable Part of the Common belonging to 
the Town ; that many Things were promis'd 
by the General and Truſtees, whereof few 
were accompliſhed, particularly Mulberry 
Trees; and the General interfering with the 
Magiſtrates, and obſtrutting the Courſe of 
their Proceedings, with many Inſtances of 
Injuſtice and Oppreſſion, to the great In- 
jury of the Inhabitants, they began now to 
drop off, -and many being engaged in the 
Expedition againſt St. Auguſtine, very little 
Planting was done this Year, and their Crop 
again complained of. 

That in the Spring 1741, arbitrary Power

the People were riſing in a Mob, and 
threaten'd to break open the Store; and ac- 
cordingly a Party of Soldiers, confifting of 
30 and upwards, were ſent by the ſaid Cook, 
and quarter'd 24 Hours at the Houſes of 
Samuel Daviſon and Widow Bennett; for 
which the faid Cook (finding that it was on- 
ly a Diſpnte ariſing ffom the ill Conduct of 
8 ſaid [Hawkins) was very angry, as was 
Enſign Sutherland the Officer ſent with them. 
And ſurther, that the ſaid Soldiers were 

poſted Cent melts, te at a Time, at tbe Door 
i the Court, which cs then held by the 
Magiſtrates on Affairs of the Tum. 

That an Orden was made by the ſaid 
Oglethoxpe, and public Notice given, that 
no Hogs ſhuud come within the Town aſtet 


the Firtt:zof. March, 1739-40; and ſome 


Hogs belonging to the Inhabitants coming 
into the Town 2 "were ſpot Ey hic 
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own Servants, who did ſo by the ſaid Ogle» 
_ thorpe's Order, notwithſtanding they were 
a great Part of the People's Support; and 
farther, that by the faid Oglethorpes Orders 
likewiſe, demanded of Mr. Francis Moore 
and others, who were Proprietors of the ſaid 
Hogs, Four-pence a-piece for ſhooting them, 
and the Money was paid by the ſaid Pro- 
prietors. That the only Pretence of ſome 
of them, for ſo deſtroying the Peoples Stock, 
was, that they ſpoilt the Fortification, which 
was only a Bank of ſandy Earth with Pun- 
cheons and Faſcines begun, but never finiſb a, 
and great Part of it fallen down again. 
That Major Cook the Engineer gave it as 
his Opinion, that the Hogs would do the 
Fortification no Damage, tho it were com- 
pleated, as once it was ſaid to be intended. 
That the Loſs the People ſuſtained hereby 
was conſiderable, tho' not to compare with 
that of the Soldiers killing ſuch as were in 
the Woods: Daniel Cannon, who it is well 
known had a large Stock of them, having 
loſt Fifty and upwards, as have others in 
Proportion, beſides Black Cattle, ſome of 
which being proved to be ſhot. by-the Soldiers, 
there is great Reaſon to believe, that all that 
were loſt were ſo deſtroyed by them, becauſe 
they were out with their Guns; and th Ap- 
plication has been made to the ſaid Ogle- 
thorpe, even by Mr. Hawkins and rd 
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ke rather ſeem d enclined to juſtify, than pu- 
niſh them, by ſaying poor Men! they muſt 
baue the Liberty of going out with their 


Guus in this Country; a youu her, that the 
ſaid Oglethorpe aid ſay they had a Title to 
come with their Guns on any Plantation 
fenced in 4.2 

That Complaints of - Grievances were 
univerſal and intolerable, or theſe Deponents 
would not have left their Improvements, 
which have never an{wer'd the Expence ; 
nor, if they are not ſeized by the General 
or Truſtees, they apprehend will never be 
of any Value to them now; unleſs his 
Majeſty would be graciouſly pleaſed to 
ſave his Subjects from the Severities of the 
ſaid Oglethorpe, and a Multitude of Evils 
ariſing from a Miſconduct throughout the 
whole, by taking them under his Princely 
Care. |

* I. Laa late Miniſter of Darien, 
maketh Oath and ſaith, That the People 
ſettled in Darien, in the Province of Geor- 
ia, January 17356; — ſomething 


more 
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more than being able barely to ſupport them- 
ſelves and Families by clearing Land, and 

lanting it, or feeding of Cattle: But in the 
Pow 1738, they found by Experience, that 
the Produce of Land in Georgia did not an- 
fewer the Expence of Time and Labour be- 

ſtowed on it, either by themſelues, who had 
taken great Pains, or indeed by any white 
Men at all; even where neither Labour nor 
Money were wanting; tho* it has always 
proved ineffectual. Therefore, it was then 
the Voice of the ſaid 1 0 of Darien, 70 
leave the Colony, tho' the Improvements 
they had made were conſiderable ; and ſettle 
in ſome Province to the Northward, where 
they would be free from ſuch Reſtraints, as 
rendered them incapable Lg ſubſiſting them- 
ſelves and Families. hat the Petition 
ſigned by ſome of them againſt Negroes, 
and in Oppoſition to the Repreſentation from 
Savannah, dated the gth of December, One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty-eight, 
(which was afterwards ſigned by ſome of 
thoſe who did ſign the ſaid Petition) was 
wrote by a Perſon who had no Lott in Da- 
rien, an Officer in General Oglethorpe's Re- 
giment, whom this Deponcut bas great Rea- 
ſon to believe, to have been ſent by the ſaid 
General t Darien on that purpoſe ; knowing 
that the ſaid Perſon had an Influence on ſome 
of that People, he being their Countryman, 
and formerly Maſter of the Ship in which

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the faid. People came to America. That 
when this Deponent left the ſaid Darien, in 
May laſt, the Widows and fatherleſs Chil- 
dren, then there, had a Promile of a N 
Allowance of Proviſions ſor ſome Months 
before; but not being punctually given them, 
they were in a miſerable Condition. Nor 
where they ſuffered to go and get a lively- 
hood elſewhere, which they were deſirous of. 
That the indented Seryants, who ſurvived 
the unhappy Action at Muſa, when their 
time of Servitude was expired, were under 
the Neceſſuy of Liſting in the Service of a 
bad Paymaſier, or ſtarving ; becauſe there 
was a Land-Scout and Water-Scout, to keep 
them from leaving the Place, by Land or 
Mater; and there were no others in the 
Place to give them Bread for their Labour, 
being then but four of the old Settlers there; 
and theſe being wearied of cultivating Ground 
for its Produce, planted none laſt Seaſon ; 
and the others (being about twenty in Num- 
ber) were for the moſt part Servants, lately 
ſent by the ſaid General from another part 
of the Colony, the reſt being Servants to 
the Truſtees at Darien.

ALexander Monroe, late of Darien in 
* Georgia, aged thirty-five Years and up- 
wards, maketh Oath and ſaith, That he ar- 
rived at the ſaid Darien, together with his 
Wife, and one Child, in Company with 
near 40 Families more, in February 173 5-6. 
That he cleared, fenced in, and planted five 
Acres of Land, built a good Houſe in the 
Town, and made other Improvements, ſuch 
as Gardening, Sc. That he was never able 
to ſupport his Family by Cultivation, tho 
he planted the ſaid five Acres three Years, 
and had a good Crop. That he lived at Da- 


rien three Years; and might have continued

there longer, tho he never heard that any 
Vhite Man was able to gain a Livelyhood 
Y Planting, had it not been for the Miſ- 
management of ſome People in Power, Who 
exerciſed great Severity over the Inhabitants. 
That Jahn More M*Intoſb, who had the 
Care of the Truſtees Stores kept at Darien 
for the Uſe of the People there, iſſued out 
the ſtipulated Allowance from the Truſtees 
of, Corn-kind, ſuch as was rotten, tho', at 
the ſame time, there was good and whole- 
ſom Corn in the Stores, Which the ſaid 
M*Intafp, not oiy made Uſe of for himſelf 
and Family, but fed hig own Hogs with the 
ſame, and this for; two Months together. 
That their Allowance of Cheeſe was ſo bad, 
that the Inhabitants were obliged. to throw 
it out to Dogs, tho they were ſtarving 
at the ſame time. That the ſaid Me Intoſh 
did employ this Deponent and others of the 
ſaid Inhabitants in making a Fort, making a 
Landing- place, building a Store-houſe, Guard- 

houſe, and ſeveral other publick Works, 
promiſing in Behalf of the Truſtees, that 
eee paid for the ſame, * that 
is Deponetit did never iecei ve any Money, 
or other Conſideration for lch Gent ine; tho 
he, together with the others employed in 
the ſaid Works, applied to Col. Oglet hon pe 
Tlbat in the Year 1737, the Inhabitants 
of Darien were redueetſ to ſuch Diſtreſs for 
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Want of Proviſions, having neither Cori; 
Peaſe, Rice, Potatoes, nor Bread-kind' of 
any Sort, or Fiſh, nor Fleſh of any kind 
in Store, after ſending ſeveral Times to 
Mr. Horton at Frederica for a Supply, with- 
out being able to obtain it. That their 
Neceſſity preſſed ſo much, that they were 
obliged, and did unanimouſly agree to go 
in a Body with the ſaid AFIntoſh Mors at 
the Head of them, and make a Demand of 
the ſaid Horton to relieve their Wants; and, 
it being our /aft Shift, in Caſe we were not 
ſupplied there, to go from thence'to Savan- 
nah, where we were informed was no Want 
in their Stores, and not to return empty, 
being one and all determined, that if we 
ſhould meet with a Denial there, to break 
open the Stores in a publick Manner, for 
Hunger will break thro even Stone Walls. 
But the ſaid Horton not ſupplying us, ſent

That Capt. Hugh M*Kay having exer- 
ciſed an illegal Power there, ſuch as judgine 
in all Cauſes, directing and ordering all 
Things according to 586 Will, as did the 
faid M*Intoſh More, by which many un- 
juſt and illegal Things were done. That 
not only the Servants of the ſaid Frecholders 
of Darien were ordered to be tyed up and

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whipt but alſo this Deponent, and Donald 
Clark, - who. themſelves were Freeholders, 
were taken into Cuſtody, and bound with 
Ropes, and threaten'd to be ſent to Frede- 
rica to Mr. Horton, and there puniſhed by 
him: This Deponent, once for refuſing to 
cry all is well, when he was an Out-Centry, 
he having before adviſed them of the Dan- 
ger of fo doing, leaſt the Voice ſhould di- 
rect the Iudians to fire upon the Centry, as 
they had done the Night before, and again 
for drumming with his Fingers on the Side 
of his Houſe, it being pretended, that he 
had alarmed the Town. That upon Ac- 
count of theſe, and many other Oppreſſions, 
the Freeholders applied to Mr. Oglet hor pe 
for a Court 10 Juſtice to be 3 4 and 
proper Magiſtrates appointed in Darien, as 
in other Towns in Georgia, that they might 
have Juſtice done among themſelves; when 
he gave them for Anſwer, that he would 
6 uy the Truſtees with it; but that 
this Deponent heard no more of it.
